The absence in Shanghai of Mr Percy Chen, counsel for Kwok Kwong, 
.foreman, first accused in the PWD Larceny trial, caused an enforced adjourn- 
ment-at the Criminal Sessions where the case for the defence was to have opened 
before Mr Justice Reynolds .and the jury of four men and three women. Kwok 
is charged with Austin Spary, electrical inspector grade I, on twelve counts of 
theft of public servant, obtaining money from the steward of the Kowloon BGC 
by false pretences and conspiracy to.defraud the Government of money. ; 

When the Court assembled this morning, Mr. V. J. L. D’Alton (instructed 
by -Mr P. J..Griffiths), who is defending Spary, said:

Many of the 
stones can be seen In the X-ray 
pinte. y 


In treating the condition, Jf the 
pain is severe, and it usually 4s, 
some onlnte Is often necessary, It 
is important, if there fs infection 
present. that such ovreparations a8 
penicillin or the sulfonamide drugs 
bo given. 


Sometimes no stone can‘be ree 
moved ‘through — the cystoscope, 
which consists of a tube with a 
light. The instrument is passed into 
the bladder and ‘then onother In- 
strument, called the catheter fs 
passed upward Into the ureter 
which passes from the kidneys in- 
to the bladder. If the stone can- 
not be removed Jn this way, opera- 
tlon is necessary, 2 . 


“To prevent recurrence the patient 
should drink plenty of fluids and 
the diet should be low In the sub- 


rtances from which the removed 
stone is, formed,” for example, 
oxalates, Any blocking of the flow 
of urine should be corrected, by 


surgery if necessary, and Infectlons 
should be overcome ~ by proper 
treatment.
